“If fire chief Davies had ever come 
to the city commissioners and declared 
that more men were absolutely necess- 


ary for the protection of life and 
property from the fire hazard, there 
isn’t a doubt in the world he would 
have got them. I am going into this 
matter thoroughly and we are hav- 
ing his requisitions examined He 
can't get away with this sort of

Turning to his files, Mayor Bury 
produced a document and said: “Here 
are his capital estimates for 1928

Chief Davies explained that one of 
the reasons that he believed that the 
fire was started by a firebug was that 
the pillars in the basement were 
burned right down to the ground 

“It looks like somebody put some- 
thing in there, such as a highly in- 
flammable liquid,” the chief said 

His testimony was corroborated by 
the evidence of others who told of a 
mysterious packing case at the foot of 
the stairs in which the fire started and 
which was not there at 11 a.m, on tut 
day of the fire 

Not Enough Men 

In his evidence regarding the short- 
age of firemen the chief said, “I 
haven't sufficient men at the  pre- 
tent time to take out the aerial equip- 
ment, let alone working it. I have not 
enough men.”

duction of $73,502,541 in the net debt 


of Canada. On March 31 last, Can 
ada's net debt stood at $2,296,850,232 
At the end of September, after the 
lapse of six month the debt stood 
at $2,223 347.691 During the am 
period 1997 there was a reductioi 
in the t debt of $70,189,814 

The month of September alon 
orded a decrea in the net debt 
amounting to $6,226,708 

Ordinary revenue which, at the 
close f last month, totalled $234 
157 320, were greater an during | 
first six months of 1927-28 by $13 
799.961 The 1927-28 total was $220 
757,368. Ordinary expenditure whicl 


at the close of last month hed reach 


ed $151,631,794, exceeded the 1927 
total by. $9,605,969
